CHAPTER XVII. 

The Scotch Terrier. 

This Interesting breed ot dog Is supposed by very many of Its 
admirers to have been the progenitor of tbe Irish terrier, and Is 
considered by them to bare been Introduced Into tbe sister Isle by 
emigrants from Scotland, who were accompanied to their new 
residence by their faithful canine companions, who were destined 
to found the race of Irish terriers. That there la ground for 
this Impression wo willingly admit, and as the head In certain 
characteristics approaches tbe Irish terrier, we pass from one to 
tbe other, so that onr readers way have a fair opportunity of 
comparing the two varieties. As the Scotch terrier Is so little 
known In the southern portion of these islands, and a class for 
this variety Is a very uncommon Institution at any shows, we 
consider ourselves fortunate In being able to lay tbe views of Mr. 
James B. Morrison before onr readers. This gentleman has on 
several occasions judged tbe Scotch terrier, and his knowledge 
of and connection with the breed has extended over several years. 
Mr. Morrtsou writes: 

“ Every dog has his day, and, th inks to the continued efforts 
of a few admirers of tbe hard-haired Scotch terrier, there Is every 
likelihood of ’Scottte’ being better known and more appreciated, 
both by authorities on canine affairs sod the public generally, 
than be has been since tbe advent of dog shows. 

“The designation hardhaired Scotch terrier Implies tbe exist- 
eticc of softer-haired varieties, and theae we Bud In the Skye and 
Dandle Dlmnopt. Fanciers of these two terriers can, no donbt, 
recognise their favorites In fusty books ot ‘ye olden time;’ and 
without denying them tbe satisfaction of an Inconceivable an- 
tlqulty. It require* no great stretch ot Imagination to suppose, 
that at a time considerably posterior to the Cambrian period, the 
three varieties mentioned might have appeared under our present 
heading, having had a common origin, just as tbe short, bard 
haired, and longer and softer coated, together with the bob-tailed 
variety of sheep dog, are believed to have epruog from the eame 
stock. 

“ It le more than likely that tbe subject of this chapter was the 
original terrier of Scotland, from tbe fact that the hard, abort 
coat could not have been produced from tbe Skye or any other 
louger-halred variety, without the presence of a smooth-coated 
dog; and we know that, with tbe exception of tbe Blue Paul—a 
dog about forty-flve pounds’ weight, bred at Kirkintilloch, which 
has come and almost gone within the last century and a half— 
there wss no smooth-coated apecles Indigenous to the Highlands, 
or Islands of Scotland, or even known to Lowlanders,aa a Scotch 
dog. It may be advanced that tbe hard, short coat la the result 
of judicious selection, but against this theory stands the fact, 
that In the Scotch terrier era these dogs were used exclusively 
for work, and the great object In breeding waa to produce au In- 
telllgeut, plucky terrier, of a useful site, with a long powerful 
Jaw, broad, deep chest, and strong loins; color, leogtb ot coat, 
carriage, etc., being secondary considerations—a course followed 
in certalu quarters to this day. Such a specimen as ‘ The Ship¬ 
wrecked Poodle,’ which has become quite historical In the canine 
world, and who was blamed for tbe Introduction ot the silky- 
coated Skye, might, on the other hand, if crossed with tbe Scotch 
terrier, produce a dog not unlike tbe modern Skye. 

“ In ferreting out the origin of the Scotch terrier, we are re¬ 
minded of tbe greater antiquity claimed for an Inventive scion 
of tbe Macleoda for bis dan over the Macgregors- Macgregor 
approached tbe ante-dlluvtan period as nearly as the Macleoda’ 
credulity, and hla own connection with tbe Auld Kirk would per¬ 
mit; however, his opponent settled the matter to his own satis¬ 
faction at least, with the query, • Did you’ll ever know a Macleod 
that had not a poat of her own I’ Whether or not the Macleod 
saved from the wreck of nature a brace of Scotch terriers In ‘ her 
poat,’ Is ’not proven,’ but they were known, and better known 
than they are to-day, at a time when we were Indebted to ballad- 
slngera fox rescuing our pwn history from oblivion. The best 
Scotch terrier authorities of our day are the more veteran of our 
Highland crofters and keepers, men who, unfortunately, were 
com/ieUed to keep these terriers for the extermination of vermin, 
or, at least, to enable them to hold their own. We learn frem 
this source that they were found In considerable numbers all 
over the Islands and the mainland In tbe northwest of Scotland 
In the beginning of the present century. 

“ This la a terrier peculiarly adapted for the work cut out for 
hire, In unearthing such vermin at tbe fox, otter, badger, wild 
cat, etc., than which the gamekeeper and fanner have not more 
Indefatigable poachers to contend against. 

“ Dealing with such ticklish customers In tbelr strongholds 
among the rocks, boulders, and cairns, or barrows, Is no light 
task, but In the Scotch terrier we have the aaslstauoe of au able 
and ever-willing ally, who, having a remarkable nose, gives 
tongue at once on tbe scent, following It up to tbe lair with 
spirit, where he works silently In on belly or side, If need be, 
till does upon the enemy, when outsiders can hear that the real 
work has begun. 

" When he has heavy metal to deal with, unless assisted by a 
pack, who rarely allow tbe foe to die from borne, he compels the 
varmint to bolt for a reckoning outside, If tbe straggle It severe 
or protracted, tbe terrier who has borne the brant may be seen 
coming panting to the open air for breathing space, bringing 
with him evidence of the severity of the combat; however, the 
sounds of war are too much for him, and Indifferent to the 
kindly attentions of hla master, he returns to the charge, the em¬ 
bodiment of determination and excitement. 

“ Many a gallant little dog has found bis grave In the mass of 
these calms, tbe result of the encounter In many rasas taming 
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out to be a Cadmean victory, where a terrier either loses himself 
In the labyrinth of passages and crannies, or Jumps over the ledge 
of a rock which he cannot ascend again, when he 1* entirely out 
of hla master’s reach. In some Instances food can be thrown In 
to him from day to day until tbe boulder* are removed or blasted, 
but tbl* Is not always practicable; If In a burrow, a few boura 
may suffice to dig him out If within call at all, although numbers 
are burled alive, paying for tbelr temerity with their life. 

Working dogs are beet studied In tbe Held, being out of their 
element at the end of a yard and a hair of chain on a show- 
bench; and a day spent on the Highland* with a keeper and his 
gang of terriers Is fraught with Interest and Instruction to an 
admber of the hardy type. 

“ When off duty— unlike the shambling drawing-room terrier 
f °r»“ airing—he Is sprightly, vigorous sud gay, full of life 
and activity, the slightest attention paid him occasioning the 
most demonstrative delight; do day Is too long for him; he Is 
naturally mlld-tempered and under ordinary circumstances not 
quarrelsome, although able to hold his own In an • emergency;’ 
“ e 'f.a* won<,er,ul follower, even In puppybood, a very valuable 
qualification when Introduced to city life. 

“The comparative scarcity of vermin In the Highlands shows 
how effectually the Scotch terrier has done his work, and the 
recent neglect of this hardy little mountaineer may be attribu¬ 
ted to the very fact that he has lu a great measure outlived his 
occupation. 

“ While advocating the Judging of working dogs by their per¬ 
formances In the field principally, It Is necessary to erect a gen¬ 
eral standard of excellence for awards In the ring, and this can 
best be arrived at by a careful study of tbe points necessary to 
enable each breed to fill lu the moet efficient manner the sphere 
It has to occupy. I give the following description of the general 
appearance and polnla of the bard-haired Scotch terrier from 
dogs acknowledged to be good specimens by veteran breeders, 
whose testimony being tbe outcome of personal experience, Is 
entitled to be considered of the highest value; theae points have 
also been adopted by the present generation of Scotch terrlei 
fanciers as correct: 


POINTS or TUB SCOTCH TERRIXK. 

“ The General Arymrance Is that of a thick-set, compact, short- 
coated terrier, standing about Inches high, with body long In 
comparison, and averaging lfilbs. or l71bs. weight for dogs, and 
21bs. less for bitches; with ears and tall uncut. Although In 
reality uo higher at shoulder than tbe Skye or D indie Dlmuont 
It bas a leggier appearance, from tbe fact that the coat Is much 
shorter than lu these two varieties. The head Is carrle 1 pretty 
high, showing an Intelligent, cheery face. 

“ Tbe Temjxramcnt. An Incessant restlessness and perpetual 
motion, accompanied by an eager look, asking plainly for the 
word of command; a muscular form, fitting him for the moat 
arduous work; and sagacity, Intelligence, and courage to make 
the moet of the situation, qualify the Scotch terrier for the role 
of friend of the family,’ or 1 companion In arms’—an 
humani generis In s sense unsurpassed by any other dog. large 
or small. “ ® 

The Head is looglsh and bold rather than round, and Is full 
between tbe eyes; It is free from long, soft, or woolly hair, or top- 
knot, and Is smaller In the bitch than In the dog. 

“ The Muzzle la a moet Important point, and should be long 
and very powerful, tapering slightly to the nose, which should be 
well formed, well spread over the muzzle, aud Invariably black; 
there must be no approach to sulplsbness; the tooth should be 
perfectly level lu front, neither being under or over shot, canines 
fitting well together. A mouth off the level should not altogether 
disqualify, as this fault Is often met with lu the very best of 
blood; however, it must always be considered very objectionable. 
The roof of tbe mouth Is almost Invariably black. 

"The Byes are very small, well sunk In the head, dark hazel, 
bright and expressive, with heavy eyebrows. 

“The Kart are very small and free from long batr, feather, or 
fringe; In fact, as a rale, rather bare of hair; they are either 
carried erect, or seml-erect. tbe latter preferred for a workman— 
never drop-eared, aud never cut. 

Tbe Neck Is Bhort, thick, and very muscular, well-set between 
the shoulders, and showing great power. 

“ The Chrit and Body.—The body gives an Impression of great 
strength, being a cointduatlon of little else than bone and muscle. 
The cheat Is broad and deep; the ribe flat—a wonderful provision 
of nature, Indispensable to a dog often compelled to force Its way 
Into burrows and dens on Its side; the back broad; the loins 
broadband very strong; this le a feature calllug for special atten¬ 
tion, as a dog In any degree weak In the hind quarters lacks one 
of the main points In this breed, and should on no account be 
used as a stud dog. The body Is covered with a dense, hard, wet- 
resisting coat, about two Inches long. 

" The Legs. —Fore legs are short and straight, with Immense 
boue for a dog of this size; elbows In same plane as shoulder- 
joints and not outside, the forearm being particularly muscular; 
tbe hind legs are also strong, the thighs being well developed and 
thick, the hocks well bent tnd never straight. The feet are small 
and firmly padded to resist the stony, broken ground, with strong 
nails, generally black. Although free from feathering, the legs 
and feet are well covered with hair to the very toes. 

“The Tall should not exceed 7 or 8 Inches; It 1* covered with 
tbe tame quality aud length of hair as the body, Is carried with a 
slight bend, and should not be docked 

“ The Color Is various shades of gray, or gristle and brtndle, 
the most desirable color being red brtndle with black muzzle and 
ear-tips.’’ 

From the above It appears that the Scotch terrier, like his Irish 
relative, may be reckoned '‘dead game;’’ his temperament, how¬ 
ever, la more vlvaclou* than the somewhat stolid Irishman. Mr. 
Morrison has so thoroughly described the variety that we con 
alder further remarks ou the points unnecessary, And therefore 
adopt the above as a true description of the breed, merely giving 
a table by which the variety can be Judged. 


SOALB or POINTS FOR JUDGING SCOTCH TBRKIBRS. 
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STUD DOBS OF THE SEASON.-Ko. XII. 

BT LBATHBRD HAD. 

Mr. Fletcher’* Champion Setter Rock. 

Rock holds the same position amongst the setters aa Wsgg baa 
done amongst the pointers, ta bis soars of victorias exceeds his 
defeat* by a vary large majority, and In the tew Instances In 
which be has bean placed below the first standard of merit, It baa 
been considered, t* In the esse of tbe champion pointer, a mis¬ 
take on the pert of the Judges. In full bloom, there Is no donbt 
about It that he Is a vary handsome d<«; and then, If ooe cornea 


to look at his points, be proves a very difficult one to Hud fault 
with, as he Is very level, beautifully turned, well set ou good 
limbs, and everything about him Is quality. Some have said that 
there Is a shade of crossness about his head, though I have seen 
him look the very picture of benevolence; and others have aald 
his coat Is not aa soft as In the case of some Laverocks; bull 
rather expect such views have been takcu at unproplUous mo¬ 
menta, such aa on tbe last day of a five-day show, or when poor 
Rock has been traveling from north to south, and from east to 
west, doing a tour of shows for a month or more, tie has been 
seen here, there, and everywhere, and, like Wagg, he did not be¬ 
gin very early In life, aa, excepting on one occasion when he was 
beaten, and that at a small show, the judge apparently over¬ 
looking him, he did not make his bow to tbe public until be 
was two years and a half old, and ibis was at tbe Crystal Palace 
in 1874, when he met a very good class, and, as time has proved, 
a most Important class to breeders, as the second was Blue Prince, 
third Mr. Purcell Llewellln’a Leicester, who has distinguished 
himself as a sire In America, and highly commended was the 
same gentleman’s Druid, whilst very highly commended was Mr. 
Wardlow Reid’s Sam, the whole English setter division belug 
beaded by tbe famous old Blue Dash, who won the champion 
prize at the Palace that year. Rock at this time belonged to Mr. 
Frank Hemming, and In that owucrshlp be won again at Birming¬ 
ham, heating another large class, Including Mr. Langstou’s 
Peter, who was second, besides such wen known ones as Carlo 
wltz, Leicester, Frank, Bandit, Victor, Rollick, etc. In the fol¬ 
lowing year, when Rock commenced his career as a champion 
dog, he met with several checks from Mr. Jones’ Rap, who was 
placed even with him at Wolverhampton, and over him both at 
the Crystal Palace and Birmingham. But In these decisions I 
never coincided, for, although Rap wss a beautiful dog In coat 
and general appearance, he was very faulty when looked Into, 
being quite high enough upon the leg, and flat sided. Rock, 
however, won tbe champion cup at the Alexandra Palace, and a 
son of bis, Rock II, took the open class at the same show. In 
1876, Rock was put up at Aldridge’s, together with the rest of Mr. 
llemmlng’s kennel, aud he waa knocked down very cheap to Mr. 
Shirley at 90gs, AS under hts new owner’s colors be won a great 
many prizes, Including first aud cup for best Bporting dog In the 
show at Burton-on-Trent, the same at Darlington, the same at 
Brighton, and champion prize and extra cup for best setter In the 
show at Birmingham. He won several prizes for Mr. Shirley 
again In 1877, and then he was sold to Mr. Fletcher, for whom 
be won tbe champion cap at Birmingham in that vear, and re¬ 
peated the performance In 1878, beating Remus, and takiug tbe 
special cups for the best setter In the show and best sporting dog 
of all classes, his accumulated prizes on that occasion amounting 
to £50. It would be a near thing between Rock and Wagg as to 
which had won the most prizes at shows; but I believe Rock bas 
the advantage In the score, and I should say he has won a 
larger amount of mousy In prizes than any setter ever bred, bar 
and except Ranger, who ha* wou more at field trials. Rock bas 
been a vot/ayn,r also, as he has won at Paris, Dublin, and Berlin, 
and at nearly all tbe shows lu England he has beeu a constant 
habitue. In going about so much Rock has sometimes been 
shown out of coat aud feather, as Instanced at Birmingham last 
year, when Remus beat him, but I do not think even then with 
good judgment, as Remus Is faulty lu bis patting together, and 
Rock Is not. 

Rock was bred by Mr. T. Pilklngton, the only breeder In Eng¬ 
land whose kennel bas produced two brothers that haye won the 
dog class at Birmingham, namely, Dash and Rock, there being 
two years difference In tholr ages, as Dash was bred In 1870 and 
Rock In 1879. Tbelr sire wss old Blue Dash, and their dam Llll, 
dam of Mr. Llcwelllu’s Llll, who was bred by Mr. Pilklngton, be¬ 
sides Jock, another brother of the above two, who has made his 
mark at the stud. Mr. Pilkington’s LU1 was by Rock, son of 
Ned out of Belle, traced in the Lavcrack table, so this Is tbe 
finest of Laverack blood, and, In fact, represents a whole family 
nowadays, as there are two closely related lines, the Dash and 
Lllls, and the Dash and Molls, and almost tbe whole setter merit 
of the day Is a still further alliance between the two. The Blue 
Prince family is only just one off It through Pride of the Border, 
aud they have this line in America crossed in two directions, first 
from Cariowltz by Dash (Mr. PUklngton’s) out of Countess, by 
Dash, oat of Moll, and secondly and a little more remotely, by 
Pride of the Border out of Petrel by Mr. Llewellln’s Prince, son 
of Dash and Moll, out of Llll, sister to Rock and Mr. Pllking- 
ton’s Dash. As I have often remarked before, as tbe family ex¬ 
tends there will be plenty of crosses to be obtained, for even that 
fine breeder of fox hounds, Mr. Parry, bred his pack from two 
bounds, Pilgrim and Rummager, but after a few years he was able 
to pursue a system of dividing each nick or cross by five genera¬ 
tions. This makes up all tbe pleasure of breeding a pure race. 
Wc can all cross, and perhaps produce exceptional good ones, but 
It will not last Into time, excepting we keep breeding the cross 
out, and then, of course, wo can get from where we started from. 

At first I was inclined, with others, to think that Rock was 
hardly a stud success, as keepers complained that they were very 
difficult to break, and terribly headstrong. These were bred, 
however, pretty well to one line, and of late seasons I have beard 
quite a different character of the Rocks by those best qualified to 
give an opinion. Edward Armstroug, In crossing him upon the 
Kate family, got some quite up to bis standard of excellence, 
which Is high, and he says they were not harder to break than 
others, and he agrees with others on one paint In particular, that 
they have extraordinary noses. Rock has been getting some 
wonderfully good-looking ones of late. Mr. Statter owns a most 
promising litter by him, and It will be seen by the returns that In 
Ireland bis children and grandchildren completely sweep tbe 
decks of all the prizes at tbe shows —vide Dublin and Belfast. It 
will be sceu also that the promising prize puppy shown by Mr. 
Lonsdale st the late Crystal Palace show, named Rory, and sub¬ 
sequently claimed for lOOga, was out of a bitch by Rock, and got 
by a dog by Blue Prince out of Dickens’ Belle, by old Blue Dash 
out of Moll, the second In this strong puppy class being a 
daughter of Rock’s, and two out of tbe three very highly com¬ 
mended ones were grandchildren of Rock’s. All this proves that 
the Rock line la telling, and I presame to prophesy that It will 
tell even further yet Tbe great feature that I have perceived In 
tbe line Is extraordinary nose, and this corroborates what 
Benjamin Hallam told ms of Rock, that although comparatively 
unbroken be would take off birds farther than any other dog he 
had ever seen on a point This has struck me also In a son of 
Rock lu my own possession, as I have frequently tested him on 
game with other dogs more experienced than he has ever had a 
chance to be, and taking him Into a field where birds had been 
seen drop, It would be good betting to lay four to one that be 
would find them first often enough taking his point on entering 
the field, aDd always at a tremendous dlstanoe. I expect this la 
a quality belonging to all the Laverack* to a greater extent than 
to most other setters, aa I do not hear a deficiency on this score 
urged against them very strongly by those who detract from the 
breed generally. Before having a great deal to do with the Lav- 
eracks I certainly was obliged to entertain strong doubts about 
them on some points, and my greatest fears lay In the matter of 
nervonsDesa. I felt that there was some reason to believe that 
many highly bred animal* Indeed would he more sensitive than 
others crossed out, aa we see that la to lu horses. But what.wa

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The Americans have Immju denominated a "scratch " team, brought 
together by Hyde, aud not aa good a team by odd* a* could be gotteu 
together to rvpreaeut American | ride and aklll. The Halford team, 
composed of four Irish and four English riflemen, wm the very beat 
that could be got together, even to the exclusion of the Scotch, who 
wore considered notun to the work of representing '• British honor." 
From th«- cable f- j- .ri- to lb- New York il<ral<t we condense the fol 
lowing concerning Uta shooting: “The abootlng at 000 yards began at 
a quarter to tau o'clock. Tbo Hyde ‘team ahot at targets B aud c' and 
the Halford team at targets II aud I. Scott. Laird. Jackson and Rock¬ 
well were squadded together, the second squad being Hyde, Gvrrlsh. 
Dudley and Brown. On the British aide toe four Irishmen—Yonog, 
Prutou, Joynt and Milner—shot together, while the four Englishmen— 
Baker, Evans, Uodsal aud Humphreys - were before the second British 
target." 

Clouds gathered dorlug the SOU yards shooting and rain fellas the 
Americana concluded. Few MIMS wero present, aud excopt the 
scorers and guna, all was silent. 

From the first round fortune declared against Mr. Hyde's team. 
Seven of the British team led off with bnll'a eyes, Joynt alone making 
a center. On the American side, Rockwell, Laird, Brown and Hyde 
missed the bull, the latter tnaklug a magpie and tho first breakdown In 
the match. In the third round the Americans made full scores, and 
for a moment it was hoped that they would keep up tho old American 
reputation they had rashly taken on themselves to aualaio, but the 
bopo was dissipated by Laird and Dudley scoring three, while 
successive bulls and centers wore recorded for the British. Rockwell 
gave signs of nnsteadluess from the first, and at the sixth shot missed 
the target, to the great annoyance of his comrades, who. however, did 
not allow themselves to become dejected, but kept steadily st work un¬ 
til the first range was flulshod. Then tho frill extent of tbolr loss be¬ 
came known, and the eflect on Rockwell seems to have been utterly de¬ 
moralizing. In tbls oue range tbe British bad secured a lead of thirty 
six points, and the well known skill of the men composing It made the 
chance of closing the wide gap seem hopeless, especially In view of the 
splendid form in which they were shooting. 

At 900yards a "spurt" was hoped for by the Americans It did 
not come. There was a noticeable falling off In the quality of the 
shooting of the British team as compared with the scores made for the 
Elcho match. This Is difficult to account for because the weather was 
very favorable Though the wind veered frequently and rather sharply 
several times during the day, tho changes were not such as should have 
prevented ektlfril riflemen rroui making good scores Tho light was 
simply magnificent. Daring the first stage It was a cold, loeocn gray, 
but objects were very distinct. As thu day advanced the light became 
tuoie mellow, and the targets stood clear and sharp cut against the 
butts Curiously enough the atmospheric changes seemed to affect the 
accuracy of the British f booting more than the American 

When shooting at 800 yards was completed the Americans were 44 
points at this range, and the British team 83 points ahead at 800 and 900 
yards. 

As the llyde team moved to tbe 1,000 yard range It was evident that 
they felt chagrined at the result of the day’s work, but they were reso¬ 
lute In disputing the victory to the last. By this time the number of 
visitors bad greatly increased, and the ground was made gayer by tbe 
presence of u number of ladles, who, lu a discreet British way enjoyed 
the success of their countrymen. The contest lit the final stage was 
waged more equally than at the two previous ones, but wbeti the last 
shot was fired It was found that the Hyde touin bad ouly succeeded in 
reducing their opponents’ lead by one point.

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An unpleasant squabble about the possession of a prize destroyed the 
harmony existing among tbo Americans, and led to the refusal of Far¬ 
row to shoot, and his cousequeut expulsion from the team. In the third 
series of extra prizes at Wimbledon, Brown, Farrow and Hyde had lied 
Not beiug able to agree among themselves as la the selection of the 
prize, they w©reordered to shoot off the tie. Farrow states that Hyde's 
rifle broke dowu during practice al llouuslow, and be, therefore, did uot 
insist on shooting off Brown contented himself with a small prize, 
and Hyde and Furrow agreed to draw lots to decide who should possess 
a barrel of sherry which both desired. Hyde drew in Farrow's ab¬ 
sence, and selected the coveted prize for hluiseir. This incensed Fsr- 
row, who declared he would not shoot unless the sherry was surren¬ 
dered. llyde stales that he agreed to this condition, but that Farrow 
demanded a written promise, which the other members of the team con¬ 
sidered offensive, aud they passed a resolution expelling Farrow from 
the team, statiug that they “preferred to be beaten In the company of 
gentlemen rather than to win lu thu company of"-Mr. Farrow. 

In rat mesa to Rockwell It should be stated that he was Induced to 
shoot agalust his better judgment. Owing to the Farrow Incident he 
had been summoned, on the morning of toe match, by telegraph, aud, 
not being prepared, felt nervous and qultp unfit for tho work before 
him. In addition to his other difficulties his own gnn had got slightly 
out of order during tbe prize shooting, so that be did not feel like mist¬ 
ing to it. Scott, in order to overcome tbls obstacle, proffered Rock¬ 
well his favorite gun, which was accepted; but bet woe n unacqualnl- 
ance with the rifle and nervous agitation consequent on feeling tnat he 
was contributing to lose the match, his shooting went from bad to 
worse At the WYyard rauge, out of five shots he bad three misses, so 
despairtug of doling anything good with Hcolt’s gnn be brought out his 
own, succeeding thenceforth in keeping on the target. It would be 
most unjust to hold Rockwell responsible for the defeat of Hyde's 
team. Several others showed that they were quite as unreliable at this 
range. Both Uyde aud Gerrieh missed the target, shooting very un¬ 
evenly. Dudley also was a very weak man, us his score shows. What¬ 
ever responslbiIlly there is for the team's defeat rests pretty evenly 
divided between four members, whose performance compares so poorly 
with tbs work done by the regular American team at Dollymonnt. 

Sir Henry Halford, after the closing shot had been fired, announced 
the resalt as the first time the English had ever gained a victory over 
the Americans Frank Hyde, In reit*lying, said it was a grand victory 
for tbe Americans, for It had taught the English team to discard tbe old 
muzzle-loador. Thu Americaus had also taught them to shooL aa a 
team, aud not on their Individual merits. Farrow's presence, he said, 
might not have altered the result, hut a coward Is belter away from any 
klud of a fight. He thanked the English riflemen for their reception 
of tho Americans, and said he hoped to meet them again under favora¬ 
ble auspices. Tho match closed at about 4:45

The little dnger, like all other lingers. Is closed In tbe pulm of the 
hand before touching the piece at all; this stiffens the cords of tbe fore 
arm naturally. The band stands al right.angles with tbe piece, the 
rldu resting between the thumb and knuckle of tbe fore dnger. Tho 
elbow should be well under the piece; there Is a difference lu men aa to 
how far; long-armed, thin men can carry It beyond au imaginary 
plutnb line madebr a string falling from tbe piece; while stout, short- 
armed men are unable to throw the elbow under so far. The special 
object to be obtained la to stiffen the muscles of tbe elbow ana thus 
avoid nervous contraction of a muscle not tbns nnder control. Too 
much tension, however, lires Ibe cords before the day's abootlng Is over. 
There Is another consideration for having the elbow under the piece, 
viz., tbe piece resting on a perpendicular prop, or Ita equivalent, main 
tains llsequilibrium better.

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THE JOCKEY CLUB MEETING. 

We feel safe Id saying that In tbe history of the trotting turf 
there never was witnessed a more enjoyable meeting than the 
Bummer Trotting Meeting of tbe Chicago Jockey and Trotting 
Club, which closed on Saturday last. 

The quality of the horaea In tbe various races compelled sharp 
and spirited contests, and, to ure a turf phrase, each race was 
driven for blood. Consequently foi»once, at least, the public 
had the gratification of seeing trotting races which they knew 
were being contested on the merits of the horses, sod not In tbe 
Interest of’the pool box. The spectators realizing this fact there 
was conspicuously absent the loud and open denunciation of 
judges, drivers and owners for complicity and robbery, which are 
the usual concomitants of a trotting race. On the contrary a 
more peaceable'asaembilge could not have been seen anywhere. 
OnJThursd*y,”when there were nearly seven thousand people 
present, the fact that not one voice was raised in disapproval of 
any action which had been taken Is of Itself sufficient to prove 
that the spectators were m rapport with the Judges and that they 
knew they were witnessing contests, In which the survival of the 
fittest would be demonstrated, and not a hippodrome; and tbe 
same can be aald for each other day of the meeting. 

These facts forcibly prove that the " New Departure ” of the 
Chicago Jockey and Trotting Clnb was s success, and ws believe 
so folly was It proved that all the larger associations will of 
necessity be compelled to adopt It. By no other system can tbe 
beet horses be brought together, and races contested on the 
merite of the horses engaged In them. As a prominent Ken¬ 
tucky breeder remarked to ns, “If such races will not Interest 
people, there Is no ose trying any further. The ‘ New Depart¬ 
ure * of tbe Chicago Club has elevated the Trotting Turf to s 
plane, where I fully believe It will now reach a success never 
anticipated. The Inauguration of the season at Chicago will be 
felt In lte effect throughout the Circuit Tbe stake system Is 
tbe true system aud must become universal.” 

For the Inauguration of the new departure the club and public 
are Indebted to tbe treasurer of the association, Mr. H. V. Bemle, 
a man of great executive ability, quick perceptions, SDd Indomit¬ 
able energy. What success the meeting was Is dne to him. 

Everything ran remarkably smooth. There was not s single 
hitch. It seemed as If the machinery had been oiled and put In 
order especially for the occaaton. And we feel It our duty to right 
here give Mr. D. L. Hall, the superintendent, his just dne of 
having proved himself a most efficient officer. Naturally cool- 
headed, and poaseeslng a thorough knowledge of all the dntles 
pertaining to his office, he left nothing neglected that was 
necessary to the success of the meeting. Tbe clnb Is to be con¬ 
gratulated on their wise selection of Mr. Hall. This we knew 
he would demonstrate, for he came from Kansas City with s 
reputation for all these qualifications, and the highest confidence 
and esteem of his brother officers with whom he had been aeso~ 
elated for so many years. 

The track waa In the best of condition, and proved Iteelf to 
be remarkably fast. In every contest the horses lowered their 
records. Charley Ford reduced hla to 3:16}; Hannls, his to 
2:18}, and Monroe Chief, his to 9:18} also. Tbe race be¬ 
tween Msud B. and Trinket waa not so close a contest as was ex¬ 
pected. Trinket, having been In preparation lor the Circuit, was 
too heavy In flesh and short of work,while Msnd 8., specially pre¬ 
pared for this race, was In the very pink of condition. After 
winning the two first heats Captain Stone directed Bair, her 
driver, In the third belt, to beat tbe best time made during the 
meeting, 2:16 by the pacer, Sorrel Dsn. Accordingly she went 
off at s rapid gait, doing tbe first quarter In 88 seconds, the half 
mite In 1:05, the three-quarters of a mile In 1:37|, and the mile, 
without a skip or break, In 2:18},having made tbe fastest time ever 
trotted In a race, and tbe third fastest time on record, the excep¬ 
tions being 8L Jnllen’s 2:12} and Barns’ 2:13}, both of which 
were against time. That Maud S. could have done a second and 
a quarter, or a second and a half better there la little doubt, 
for Bair, after turning Into the home stretch, and feeling 
satisfied that he had beaten 3:10, shortened her stride, so per¬ 
ceptible that tbe universal opinion la that, but for that, the 
would have made the mile In 9:12 or 9:12}. Bair stated that 
had be had any Idea he had made any snch time he should have 
driven to beat the beat on record, but starting out to beat 2:16, 
and feeling satisfied be had done It, he did not care to push the 
mare for tbe sake of a second, and therefore drew her np.

Tbe judges were Judge Kinney, of Lincoln, Nebraska, who 
was presiding Judge In the Msud 8-Trinket race; Mr. Hamilton, 
of Flint, Mich., and the president of the club, the Hon. 8 K. 
Dow. It Is needless to say that the decisions of the Judges gave 
universal satisfaction. Three more conscientious Judges never 
occupied a judges' stand. 


THE DEATH OF MR GREENE SMITH. 

At two o'clock Friday morning July 23d, Mr. Beriah Greeoe 
Smith died at bis residence, Peterboro, N. Y. 

Tbe cense of Mr. Smith’s death wu consumption, which for 
more than a year had been so perceptibly developing Iteelf that 
his death, by those Intimately acquainted with him, was regarded 
as s question of but short time. When we saw him In Chicago 
this last Winter we were astonished to note the rapid change the 
disease had made In him, sad, notwithstanding we were told by 
those who then saw him and had seen him a month or two 
previous, that he was looking fifty per cent better, we felt as¬ 
sured, and so expressed ouraelvea, that he would not live to 
the end of the year. 

Three weeks before his death be returned home from New 
York, where he had been under the treatment of physicians, and 
where he had seven hemorrhages, which naturally very much 
emaciated him. 

Mr. 8mlth waa about thirty-nine years of age, and was born In 
Peterboro, the home and residence of bis father, Gerrit Smith, 
whose Idol he was. His sister, Mrs. Miller, and himself were the 
two only of seven children who arrived at maturity. His father 
being possessed of great wealth, which he Inherited, be 
waa reared and lived In luxury. While he spent hla money freely, 
yet he was neither a spendthrift nor was he given to vnlgar 
ostentation. Naturally of a social disposition his acquaintances 
were legion, sod having traveled a great deal he was known Inti¬ 
mately almost throughout America. He was always the life of 
those with whom he was present, for having a vast fond of 
anecdotes, and being witty and possessing extraordinary mimical 
powers, h« was always a cordially-welcomed addition to any 
gathering of his friends. Possessed of s superior Intellect, bright, 
and never at a loss for a topic of conversation, he was one of the 
most agreeable of companions, and memory will call back to 
many tbe pleasant hours passed In his company. 

Mr. Smith had many noble traits of character. He waa one of 
the staunchest of friends, and for one whom he regarded as s 
friend he was ever ready to prove his friendship. He was s man 
of generous Impulses, sud those In distress and In need never 
appealed to him In vain. He possessed to a remarkable degree 
the faculty of attaching hie acquaintances to him. We never 
knew s man who had more warm personal friends. 

As s sportsman and naturalist he was extensively known; s 
truer sportsman never lived, and hardly a more thorough and 
efficient naturalist. He was elected President of the Nsttonsl 
Sportsmen’s Association In 1876, and In the same year President 
of the New York State Association for the Protection of Fish 
and Game, which convened at Syracuse in 1877. His address to 
the delegates on the opening of the convention was one of the 
ablest we ever listened to. It bristled with tbe Importance of tbe 
protection of tbe game and tbe fish of the country, and the duties 
of sportsmen. He boldly declared that the members of a club 
wbo failed to expel a fellow member for violating the game laws 
were as criminal as tbe offending member, and any snch club had 
no right to representation In tbe association. The address was 
listened to with deep Interest and attention, and received tbe 
warmest eulogies from those present. 

He was stone time professor of ornithology In Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, to which Institution he gave s fine collection of birds. He 
was a capital taxidermist, and possessed beyond s doubt the 
finest collection of birds In America. The greater portion of his 
life of late years was devoted to their collection, and for that 
purpose he visited many portions of tbe country, especially Flor¬ 
ida, where he usually resided each Winter. For the proper dis¬ 
position and arrangement of his collection he erected a building 
adjoining hts house, and Into this he moved after hts return from 
New York, and lived until hts death. Too feeble to write, with 
the aid of an amanuensis he devoted his time, after hla retur n 
home, to the clsselflcstlon of hla great collection. A few months 
ago he offered this collection of birds to the officers of the New 
York Central Park Museum, upon the sole condition that It 
should be known se the Greene Smith Collection; bat tbe museum 
officials, Ignorant of Its alas and rare value, declined the offer; 
subsequently, obtaining Information of bow great a mistake they 
had made, they wrote Mr. Smith accepting his offer, which he, 
however, declined renewing, replying that he did not deal re to 
force hla collection Into Central Park. A few years since Mr. 
Smith made a handsome donation of his birds to the Smithso¬ 
nian Institution. 

Mr. Smith was a member of a great many sportamen’s dobs, 
among them tbe Audubon, of this city, of which he waa for 
several years one of tbe vice-presidents. Mr. Smith took a deep 
Interest In tbe protection of game, aa we knew well from the many 
lettera we received from him at different tlmea urging os to follow 
up our prosecutions, and offering us pecuniary assistance If we 
needed It. 

Mr. Smith leaves a wife, but no children. The following ex¬ 
tract from a letter from Mr*. Smith to Mr. K. H. Glllmsn, of De¬ 
troit, written a few days before Mr. Smith's death gives aa Idea 
of hla oondttlon at the laat: 

“ Greene la so very low that I do not even open your letter 
for him. Perhaps to-morrow ha may have a few dear momenta 
and will then be able to enjoy IL Tbs dlMase has gone to kla 
brain, making It vary sluggish, M that is Is kgrd tar hi* to 
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comprehend or make hts wants known. Thank God, he still 
knows us perfectly, and la as patient as possible. You would 
■till recognise him by his way and actions; but never by bis 
looks. Thank you again for all your devoted kindness to him.” 

SUCCESSFUL PROSEOUTION FOR VIOLATION 
OF THE GAME LAW IN ST. LOUIS. 

Tbe St. Louts Fish and Game Protective Association, tbe or¬ 
ganisation of which we noticed a short time since, has proved 
Itself to be In effect wbat It Is In name, by prosecuting to convic¬ 
tion s dealer named John K. Hagerty, fur having In possession, 
and selling, oo the ISlb day of July, a brace of prairie cblckena 
to Mr. William Dempey, wbo communicated tbe fact of purchase 
to Mr. John D. Johnson, the president sod attorney for tbe as¬ 
sociation. 

The complaint waa made by Mr. Joseph A. Wherry, an active 
member of the association, and tbe case was tried on Thursday 
last In the Criminal Coart of Correction, before Judge Csdy, wbo 
fined Hagerty thirty dollari and costa, amounting In all to 146.85. 

This work of tbe St. Louis Fleh and Game Protective Aaaocta- 
tlon la extremely gratifying, and la a guarantee that the game 
and Ash laws cannot be violated In St Louis. We congratulate 
the association on their good work, and, knowing they will not 
falter In their determination to suppress the Illicit traffic In game 
In St Lonls, we look forward to tbe beet of results to accrue 
from their efforta for the protection of fish and game. 

A very pleasing feature of the case Is the aid rendered the asso¬ 
ciation by Mr. W. W. Judy, the largest dealer in game In St. 
Lonls, and one of the largest dealers In tbe country. Mr. Judy 
Is a member of the association, and the president of s gun club In 
St. Louis, and Is earnestly Interested In the protection of game. 
Mr. Judy’s position proves the force of the Idea we have all along 
advanced, that by obtaining the co-operation of the principal 
game dealers, thoee Interested >n the protection of game will bring 
to tbelr aid tbe most powerful auxiliary in accomplishing tbelr 
object; for, Independent of many of tbe principal game dealers 
being sportsmen, there Is no other class of men, sportsmen not 
excepted, who are so vitally Interested In saving tbe game from 
extermination. Such being our view of tbe value of the co-oper¬ 
ation of the game dealers, we are only waiting for a decision by 
the Supreme Court of the esse agalDst Mtgner, to bring together 
the sportsmen and game dealers In this city Interested In the pro¬ 
tection of game, for the formation of a game and fish protective 
association. 

The two following communications, referring to Hsgerty’s case, 
we have received from correspondents In St. Louis: 

8t. Louis, July 28, 1880. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The St. Louts Fish and Game 
Protective Association, through its Indefatigable president, John 
D. Jqhnaon, has made a case of violating tbe game law against a 
man named John E. Hagerty, who heretofore has stood very well 
In the community, and was s member of the city council. He 
keeps a poultry and game store on Broadway. L«st week tbe 
association learned of his bavlDg young prairie chickens for sale, 
and without any trouble “ caught him In the act.” His cases 
came up to-day before Judge Cady, wbo fined him thirty dollars 
and costs for the three birds found In his possession. A box of 
thirty chickens came by express to him several days ago, but as 
s policeman put In an appearance In his store Immediately upon 
tbe delivery of the box, he declined to receive It, and thus nar¬ 
rowly escaped another charge. The chickens are reported to 
have been sent by a man at Heplar, Kan., and It will be well If 
tbe sportsmen of Fort Scott look the violator up and go for him. 
Heplar is a few miles from Fort Scott on the M., K. A T. R. R. 
Tbe Adams Express Company, over whose Hoe tbe chickens came, 
are aiding the society all In tbelr power, In potting a stop to the 
violations of tbe law. Tbe company positively refusee to take any 
game ont of season. 

For the sncceaefnl capture of this man Hagerty the association 
Is greatly Indebted to Mr. W. W. .Judy, of this city, one of the 
principal game dealers of the country, who promisee to render 
valuable assistance to tbe asaoclatloo In future. Mr. Jndy Is a 
member of the Game Protective Association and of a gun club 
here, and no man In the West can be as valuable a member as be, 
owing to his acquaintance with all the game shippers, and bis 
pecuniary Interest In upholding the game laws. 

A notice appeared In one of our dally papers the day before 
the trial, to the effect that If game dealers were Interfered with 
now, tbe game trade would be diverted to Chicago. We ascer¬ 
tained the notice was paid for by tbe partlee whose sx was ground. 
We rest serene In the knowledge that If any of the vlolatora of 
the law ship tbelr game out of seaeoo to Chicago, yon will alt on 
them. 

The St. Lonls association Is making Itself felt, and ctnba and 
Individual sportsmen everywhere can stop tbe unlawful killing 
and selling of game If they will only make np their minds to do 
so. Game Law.

It Is not to be doubted that tbe carp will arrive at the weight

and six months. I do not think that I am mistaken in this; I 
am ready to stand by this assertion, which the future will surely 

believe I have said all that Is most desirable for the culturlst 
to know concerning the carp and Its natural history, and I will 
now treat briefly of Its culture in ponds, rivers, and lakes, as also 
the construction of ponds.

Notes. 


A Lamia Salmon.—O n June 20, 1S70, the largest salmon of 
which there la any authentic record, was captured In the Tay 
(Scotland). Its total length was four feet five Inches, male fish, 
and weighed seventy pounds. This year (1880) the day before 
Derby Day, three large ones were caught. Fish No. I, male, 
weight, 64 lbs.; length, 4 ft. 5 In.; girth, 2 ft. 6 In.; length of 
head, 11* In. No. 2, male, weight, 55 lbs.; length, 4ft. 4* In.; 
girth, 2 ft. 2* In. No. 8, male, weight, 52* lbs.; length, 4 ft. 
8 * In.; girth, 2 ft. 3 In. Frank Bnckland writes of them In Land 
aiul Wafer: “ It Is a law of nature that the more space and bet¬ 
ter food animals have, the larger slxe they attain. Thus we find 
the biggest heads of deer In parts of the country open and ex¬ 
tended, whether thoee ranges be In Canada for waptl, or Hlma- 
layiB for birisingiy compared with hcada of 8coUih deer, while 
beads from the old German forests, or fossil deer from the 
Themes bed, are very small when placed alongside. The same 
rule holds good with rivers, ‘ the larger the river the bigger the 
flsh ' and the Tay and Rhine are about equal In their products of 
very large salmon. The reason of this, o( course, Is, that the big 
kelts, after spawning, do not so readily succumb to the disease 
which usually kills them. In both Instances the Rhine and the 
Tay are kept going with a perpetual flow of water from lakes. 
The kelts get washed down Into the sea very soon after spawning, 
and therefore recover their condition quickly. This big sixty- 
four-pound (No. 1) salmon from the Tay was sold at three shil¬ 
lings a pound. The total value, therefore, of the * beast,’ as the 
Scotch flaherraen always call a big salmon, was £9 12s., or about 
the cost of three ordinary sheep ” 

A Fhksh Water Jelly Fish.— The Jelly Ashes or medusas 
have hitherto been only known as salt water forms and they have 
Indeed been regarded as par excellence a marine type. In the 
number of “ Nature ’’ for June 17 (v. 22, p. 14<), however, Prof. 
E. Roy Lankester has described a small medusa detected In the 
water-lily house In Regent’s Park, London. The disk or umbrella 
of the species was about a third of an inch In diameter. It Is 
exceedingly difficult,” says Prof. Lankester, to trace the Intro¬ 
duction of this animal into the tank In the Regent s Park, since 
no plants have been recently (within twelve months) added to 
the Illy houBe, and the water la run off every year; probably a few 
specimens were taken last year or the year before present In tbe 
tank and have only this year multiplied lo sufficient abundance 
to attract attention. Clearly this medusa Is a tropical specl«*,slnce 
It flourished In water of the high temperature of 90 ° Fahr. 
The new form Is named Craeixdacunta tmoerb li, the generic name 
tielng given In allusion to the relation of the otocysts to tbe 
velum and the specific In honor of the finder of the specimens, 
Mr Sowerby, secretary of the Botanical Society of London. Mr. 
Bowerby noticed the medusa feeding on minute crustaceans, be¬ 
longing lo the genus dapbnla

^AodUJe not theory alone which makes these promises to us. 
Experience has, within the last ten years, confirmed them, and 
even exceeded them. It might seem that long culture, modify¬ 
ing gradually and slowly the organisation of the lam* •“<* of tbe 
alpaca, will be necessary to accustom them little by little, from 
stage to stage, to the plain. We know now that all these transi¬ 
tions, eminently desirable as they may be, are not indispensa¬ 
ble. Every one may observe, in tbe menagerie of the museum, a 
family of lamaa living and propagating as readily as our Indige¬ 
nous ruminants; from a single couple we have obtained four 
young. Ail four have been raised without demanding any par¬ 
ticular care; they have never been alck: they are now as vigorous 
as their parents, and the two older have contributed In their turn 
to the Increase of the small troop. 

Like fortune has been had In Great Britain. Some years ago, 
Lord Derby, raised the alpaca In the magnificent menagerie at hto 
park at Knomsley, near Liverpool, and several of hto countrymen 
having made similar attempts, obtained like success. In 1841 there 
were In England and Bcotland seveuty-ntne alpacas and lamaa. 

And besides all these results there Is one still more remarkable. 
In Holland King William II., having procured some yeare ago 
several lamaa and alpacas, and having had them well cared for 
In one of his parks, realised full success from the attempt at ac¬ 
climation, the more conclusive, as It was made nnder quite un¬ 
favorable circumstances. The troop at the Hague was composed, 

In 1847, of about thirty Individuals. ...... 

These facts are decisive. To longer pretend that the vegeta¬ 
tion ol the Cordilleras and that the plant called cycho, so often 
cited, are necessary for the food of the lama and alpaca, when 
multiplied and prolonged experience has shown that they adapt 
themselves with an extreme facility to the most varied regimen; 
to Insist that the climatic conditions of our Alps and Pyrenees 
preclnds their introduction,when we see them living In Liverpool 
and lu Paris, and mi Mom tbe level of the tea, at the foot of the 
duket of Holland; to argue thus at the present day Is to go coun¬ 
ter against all evidence, and if such objections shall be produced 
anew, they will not even deserve to be refuted. 

8SCTION II. 

As In the case of the camel, the true and only question as to 
the lama and alpaca Is then, that of their relative utility. Even 
this question Is In great part determined. If the lama and the 
alpaca do not yet live in France and other parts of Europe ex¬ 
cept In certain public menageries and private parks, and If they 
are not to any extent the subjects of studies and experiments, 
their products wltbtn a quarter of a century have been utilized by 
commerce and Industry which day by day more and more absorb 

According to a document published by Mr. Watson, the first 
and one of the most zealous promoters of the acclimation of the 
alDaca in England, the figures of the wools Imported at Liverpool 
from 1885 to 1840, Increased from 134,839 bales, of eighty-five to 
ninety English pounds, to 4,425,700 klllogrsmmes. A single 
commercial house Imported 25,000 bales. 

And moreover, the alpaca wool, like that of the lama, was then 
only employed In English fabrics. They commenced to card 
these wools In France, In the department of the Nord, but the 
Somme only In 1840, and I do not know now any place In Ger¬ 
many where this Industry has beeu added to tbe rich.products of 

tbe country. ... . ,_, 

The selling value of the lama and the alpaca has progressively 
Increased. Since 1840, It has trebled In England, where our 
dealers are compelled to go to seek It, and they are threatened 
with having to pay still more. In fact, Peru has taken measures 
receotl? to Increase a commerce every day becoming more lucra- 
tlve Fearing to lose It In the future, she has even prohibited 
the export of the lamas, and especially the alpacas. Happily for 
us, they are aa common In the neighboring country aa In Peru.

CHAPTER I. 


Tbe Lama and the Alpaca. 


SECTION III. 


Since the discovery of America, Europeans have found there, 
with the dog, which Is met almost everywhere, three species only 
of domesticated quadrupeds—the guinea pig, the lama, and the 
alpaca. Sixty years had almost elapsed before the useless guinea 
pig was naturalized lo Europe. After tbe lapse of nearly four 
centuries we still await here the domestication of ths Uma and 
the alpaca-animals at once beasts of burden, milk-giving, and 
excellent for food, and above all, provided with a wool whose ex¬ 
treme abundknee end fineness tu certetn races equally concur to 
make It a valuable acquisition. . . , , . . .. 

There to only before us the question of absolute and relative 
utility—less difficult, perhaps, to resolve In this ease than In many 
otbere—that of the possibility of acclimation, confronting os, 
In this Instance, In a manner which might seem to leave little 
hope of a favorable eolation. 

Nature has placed and man has left, unto the present rime, 
the lama and the alpaca on the elevated plateaus of the Cordil¬ 
lera*—on those especially which are situated between 8,000 and 
8 500 metre* above the level of tbe a«t. They live, therefore, In 
s'very cold snne; they breathe very rartfled air; they fttod on 
plants which are found on no other part of tha globe. It Bight 
soeB. then, that our climate, our temperature, our soil, would he 
equally In disaccord with tha peculiarities of their organisation. 


Should we continue to go abroad to buy at second hand on 
conditions every day becoming more onerous, a wool which we may 
produce In abundance In our own countiyl But one reason will 
oomDol us to do so, If the price of production should be too high. 
But even for this the furectat 1. favorable We do not know. It to 
true (and an attempt upon a torn scale can alone furnish uawlth 
the element* for the calculation), by what figures we may express 
the value of the products of a troop of lamas and alpacas, aud 
that of their expense and the numerical relation which may exist 
between the two. But the Indication of the result to at least 
undoubted. Why should not the services that the lama and the 
alpaca may render, their fleeh, their milk, their wool—often 
twenty, twenty-five and thirty centimetres long—repay with 
Interest the care and culture necessary for animals so hardy and 
so steady, braving equally, say travelers, cold and damp, know¬ 
ing how to find sufficient food where the sheep cannot subsist, 
and living, In a word, In places where we do not know how they 

can exist. . . .

consideration the results of the experiments made In different 
parts of Europe, have mads within the last two years tbs Impor¬ 
tation of the alpaca in France one of the objects of theta eoo- 
etant eollcltude. One of them wee even led to accord hto en¬ 
couragement and hto support to an association orga nised a t Mar 
sellles with reference to tbs accomplishment of this ewdertaklng. 
The present administration bee thought that the time had come 
when It might go aim further, ead baa determined that our agri¬ 
culture end our Industry should owe to the government Iteelf the 
precious quadruped, of the Cordilleras. .... .. 

V I have too partial an Interest In this determination to l*vs tbe 
right lo felicitate the author. I leave the privilege to the diet 
of oor naturalists who, la 1782, repeated ead consecrated these 
words of Beliirdr: 

•• The minister who shell contribute to enrich the kingdom 
with an animal so useful, Bay congratulate himself upon the 
moat Important of quests.” 


B1CTION IV. 

The sentiment which tomb me to bring In here U- Illustrious 
name of Button will be, I doubt not, participated In byaU ay 
readers. When e step so Important appears on the point of 
belnt accomplished, to It not Just to recall the efforts by which It 
brnbceTpreperedln the pjl It to the glory of Button to have 
formeen at the same time ee almost all the recent developments 
oTnldurel* history, the em-v* 'which app.t* natatory 
should render some day. As far back aa 1768, be sought to 
enrich our Alps and our Pyrenean with the lema end Its conge¬ 
ners “ I think." said he, “ that theee animal* will be an excel- 
tout acquisition for Europe, -peclally for theAlps andth. 
Pyrene**, and will confer more real beueJIU than aU the mdalof 
the mw world." Let us remark that at the epoch when Button 
thus expressed hlmeelf, be knew that In tbe eeventeeuth century 
some vicunas and perhaps also tome lamaa had been transported 
ZTspIln and had not succeeded there. Button did not allow 
himself to be discouraged by this want of tuccem; he accounted 
for It by tbe bad management of these first attempt*. Q 

Next to Button comae the Abbe Beltardy who bad longreatded 
In Spain aud bad been enabled to collect numerous documents 
on the lama, tbe alpaca and the vicuna. Beltardy Insisted upon 
tbe utility of the Importation of these animals, and Immediately 
Button took up the Idea of which be had bad the Initiative; be 
sided with Beltardy; he ado|.tod and reproduced hto work. 
More than a septagenartan, our grand naturalist resumed, to 
render still more service to hto country. In the ardor of youth; he 
Interviewed the government on several occasions,and be we* upon 
the point of haring an attempt made. But he consulted a high 
administrative functionary; It was Impossible, said the latter, 
that tbe lama could live without the Ycho end other plants of 
tbe Cordilleras; and beside*, be added, experiment* made In 
8paln have failed. In vain Abb* Bexon refuted victoriously 
these two objections; everything was stopped, and Button with¬ 
drew. sad but with uudlmlntohed confidence. I persist In be¬ 
lieving,” eeld he, “ that It will be as poaalble as It will be useful 
to naturalize among us these species of animals which are so use¬ 
ful In Peru.” . . 

At the commencement of the present century, wo see the views 
of Button and Beltardy reproduced, and thto time with more 
spirit, by the empress Josephine, or rather by her who should 
some yeare later bear this title. Josephine had the generous am¬ 
bition (and there was good reason for believing that she had been 
persuaded by the reading of the Immortal work of Button) to 
rive to our country not only the lama, but Its two congeners, 
more precious even than Itself. Through her Intervention the 
king of Spain, Charles IV., procured for France quite a large troop, 
so that the ordinary chances of accident and mortality should be 
provided against But tbe chances of war had not beenfoveaeen; 
the troop remained six entire years at Buenos Ayres without Ito 
being possible to embark them, and when, In 1808, nine which 
alone remained of the thirty-six, arrived at Cadiz, Spain was afire; 
aud not only could not the lama* receive suitable care, but they 
were even lu time thrown Into the sea, out of hatred to the Prince 
of Peace, who had helped to Import them for France. Thus failed 
thto attempt, made on a great scale, and which, had It not been 
for the deplorable course of events, would have realized the prog¬ 
ress which we now await. It failed, however, only after haring 
furnished several useful data, especially having proved with what 
esse the Lima becomes accustomed to food very different from 
that which to natural to them, and after having called attention to 
the valuable hybrids which may result from crossing the different 
species aud varieties of the genus. ......... _ . , 

Finally a fourth name should he recalled, that of the Duke of 
Orleans. This distinguished prince had sought also to enrich our 
mountains with the culture of the Lama and Alpaca. He desired, 
alto to Introduce these so 1 mala Into the Atlas. On hto departs 
ure for America, M. de Cistelnau received instructions from the 
prince, and one of hto first cares when be bad arrived at tbe Cor¬ 
dilleras, wa* to form a troop and send It to Lima. But by a de¬ 
plorable oversight no order had been transmitted to the State 
vessels, and tbe commandant* felt obliged to refuse to receive 
them. It wa* necessary to send the animals back to their moun- 

Tbus the statements that, In the eighteenth century, Button and 
Beltardy advocated the Introduction of the Lama and the Alpaca; 
Id the nineteenth century, the empress Joeepbloe end tbe Duke 
of Orleans attempted to realize It, sum up the entire history of 
thto question. , .. 

When the Lama and the Alpaca shall have taken on our farms the 
place which belongs to them, may our farmers know how to as¬ 
sociate In their thanks those who have prepared thto benefit, and 
those who have accomplished It.
